William Richardson IV was born April 4, 
1854 at Newton, Comeslang, Lanarkshire, 
Scotland, a son of William Richardson II 
and Joan Fotheringham. He-marsi 
Howe Muir January 1, 1876. She was born 
July 5, 1854 in Scotland, a daughter of 
George and Margaret Hanna Muir. 

To William and Jane were born nine chil- 
dren: Annie Kirk, born Aug. 19, 1874; Jen- 
nett Lindsay, born Oct. 2, 1876; Walter, born 
Oct. 17, 1879; James, born Aug. 9, 1880; 
Rosa Walker, born April 23, 1885; Kate Ash, 
born Dec. 30, 1888; George, born Aug. 23, 
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1892; Leslie, born Jan. 4, 1894; Ralph, born 
Sept. 24, 1897. 

William Richardson died June 23. 1937 at 
Vernal, and Jane died May 2, 1927 also at 
Vernal. 

William's parents were among the first_18 
people to be baptized by Parley P. Pratt in 
Scotland in the year 1845. They were 
devout in their beliefs and desired strongly to 
come to America. Before William was two 
he became seriously ill with smallpox, and 
his parents called in the Elders to give him 
a blessing. They promised the baby that he 
would get well and that as he grew up if he 
kept the commandments he would go to 
Zion and become a father in Israel. 

The family left-fox America. in 1856. and 
after landing in New York went to_Pennsyl- 
vania.where they stayed for four years work- 
ing in a coglumine to get money enough to 
continue their trip west. They finally moved 
to Illinois where they stayed three years 
and then left for Utah in June of 1863. They 
arrived in Salt Lake on October 17,1863 and 
were advised by Brigham Young to settle 
in Heber where they arrived on October 23, 
1863. Money was scarce, and William wel- 
comed a chance to earn $1.50 a day working 
for the Union Pacific Railroad in Echo Can- 
yon. 7 

In 1871 when William was 17 he was 
called to go to Salt Lake and haul marble 
for_the building. of the Salt. Lake Temple. 
He received his clothing and food to cat. 
but donated_his_laborand_a_team—of oxen 
anda wagon. One day his wagon got stuck 
in a ditch and the wagon tongue was broken. 
He swore, but was overheard by President 
Brigham Young who called him aside and 
told him that if he would be faithful and 
keep the commandments he would live to 
see the Temple completed and would work 
in it. This he literally saw fulfilled as he 
later was proxy in the temple for hundreds 
of names. 
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William's parents moved to the Center 
Creek area in 1874 and took up a large tract 
of land near the mouth of the canyon. In 
1876 William married Jane Howe Muir and 
they also settled in the Center area. To 
make a living for his new family William 
had to work many different places, and at 
one time joined a U.S. Army surveying crew 


and was ceed the first-ones to survey on 
top of Mt. Timpanogos. Wiliam also 


helped building the Heber. Tabernacle and 
the church and school house at Center Creek. 

In the Center Ward, William was called 
on to help with the recreation, and for many 
years supervised the dancing, calling the 
square dances.

In 1922 he moved to Vernal and 
then settled in a little community of Naples, 
Uintah County. 

His wife died on May 2, 1927, and shortly 
thereafter, William was called on a special 
sion to do temple work at the Manti 
Temple. When his call was finished in 
Manti he returned to Lindon to live with 
two.of his daugh and then went to Vernal 
where he died just 10 years after his wife's 
passing. 


Jane spent many of her early years in San- 
pete County after coming to America from 
Scotland.
